THE FOOD THAT WE EATIN * 
THE SPRING HAS A GREAT 
DEAL TO DO WITH THE CASE 


E OUSEWIVES take heed, and, !f you 

would keep your families’ disposi- 
tions sweet and ward off debilitating 
attacks of spring fever, change their 
diet. Give rein to thelr natural crav- 
ing for green things, the tender young 
onion, the crisp radish and the succu- 
lent young watercress. They are tonics, 
and their judicious use keeps bottled 
tonics on the shelf. 

A dietetic authority says that lots of 
fruit should be added to the spring 
dietary. One should eat less meat, 
particularly heavy meats, such as veal 
and pork. Lamb {s good at this time 
of the year, and fish is excellent. This 
authority also advocates the use of 
chicken in various forms. to take the 
place of other meats. A chicken sand- 
wich makes a somewhat novel and ap- 


petizing item for the spring luncheon 
fare, 
Eggs, too, may be substituted for 


meat, as their nutritive value is high. 
An attractive piece de resistance for 
luncheon ts a stuffed egg salad. There 
are also many other salads that may be 
used as the principal luncheon dish at 
this season, Watercress chopped fine 
and mixed with a dressing of salad oil 
with a few drops of tarragon vinegar 
in it is refreshing and healthful. The 
coarser grains should be used more at 
thie time of the year, samp and homi- 
ny, for instance, and rice should large- 
ly take the place of potatoes. Old po- 
tatoes are poor now, and new potatoes 
are expensive. 

The quantity of hot beverages should 
be diminished as the season advances 
and cooling drinks substituted. Jellied 
soups may also take the place of the 
hot varieties.

Again, women who are particularly 
good at marketing should have no diffi- 
culty in getting shopping pupils, who 
accompany them and learn the art of 
buying all sorts of domestic goods, In- 
experienced engaged girls and young 
married women are only too glad to be 
initiated into such secrets by an ex- 
perienced woman. The art of domestic 
shopping cannot be taught theoretical- 
ly. In this direction there should be 
first class opportunities for starting

Their Development of Great Interest 
to all Parts of ‘‘anads 
The development of Canada’. inland 
ys should be proceeded with. 
waately issued hy the Great 
Ynion deals with the 
=" a comprehensive and con- 
vincing manner, Transportation, we 
are reminded, is the most important 
material and economic question before 
the people to-day. Transportation by 
water on a firstclass ship:.ay is not 
only cheaper than by rail but often 
much quicker. According to the 
ed States Interstate Commerce 
“Amission, the average cost of moy- 
freight by rail in a recent year 
as 7.48 mills per ton per mile, For 
the same year the cost of moving 
freight by the Sault Ste. Marie Canal 
route was .84 of one mill per ton per 
mill, or one-ninth of the average rail 
rate. The average cost of handling 
freight by the various water ways of 
the United States is one-sixth of what 
{t is by the railways. All money spent 
on the {improvement of American 
waterways has returned t» the people 
of the United States dividends of 100 
to 200 per cent. annually in reduced 
freight rates. 
From Lake Superior Westward 
In European countries where the 
people own and operate the railways, 
the most is made of natural water 
transportation for the benefit of trade 
and the general public. In countries, 
however, where railways are operated 
chiefly by private corporations, natural 
edvantages are more likely to be 
neglected. The result of this neglect 
in Canada is to be seen not only in 
the inadequate development of water 
connection from Montreal tc the Up- 
per Lakes. It is quite as noticeable 
in the failure to provide water trans- 
portation from Lake Superior to the 
Western Prvinces via the Lake- of- 
the-Woods, Lake Winnipeg, the Sas- 
katchewan and other rivers. Were 
this route developed, not «nly would 
it provide for an enormously ‘ncreased 
volume of traffic, especially of grain 
and coal, but it would result in a 
great lowering of the freight charges 
by the railways. 
Through the Pralres 
As to the feasibility of water trans- 
portation : cross the Canadian prairies, 
Sir Robert W. Perks, of London, Eng- 
land, writes: “Whenever I have been 
out West I have been struck with the 
fact that no organized and effective 
effort has hitherto been made to use 
those magnificent waterways. I do 
not know whether you have ever been 
down the Darube as I have been, and 
watched the huge flat birges carry- 
ing very often 3,000 tons, half a dozen 
of them in tow of a small tug, and 
all laden with grain, The cost of 
carrying grain by this method is in- 
finitesimal; and were a systein of this 
sort adopted in the West, the value 
to the vast grain-growi.g Prairte 
Provinces would be incalculable.’ 
Professor A. B, Wilmott believes that 
a barge canal may easily be built at 
small expense from Edmonton to 
Winnipeg, and adds that a similar 
waterway from Winnipeg to the head 
of Lake Superior would, if constructed 
at reasonable cost, indefinitely lower 
freight charges, 


REVIVE FARMING 


The Need of Getting In Touch With 
the Most Progressive Farmers 
Mr. Roosevelt has summed up the 

need for a “revival” of farming in 

the following words: “The English- 
speaking peoples, not only“in America 
but of Great Britain and the colonies, 
must wake up to the fact that for 
over half a century every wise ad- 
vance in the line of proper develop- 
ment of farming life has taken place 
in certain progiessive States of Con- 
tinental Europe. . . . I hope a very 
full study will be made of the Irish 
rural situation, because in that coun- 
try most progressive farmers are re- 
organizing their business upon lines 
laid down after a study of the con- 
tinental agricultural systems I have 
mentioned.” That Canada is in the 
tame position as the United States so 
far as the need for reform 1s con- 
cerned may be accepted without ques- 
tion. During ten months of last year 
this agricultural country, which hopes 

be “the bread basket of the Em- 

’ imported eleven millioin dozen 
of ages, and millions of pounds of 
butter. Something is radically wrong 
when a rich farming country cannot 
feed itself. Saskatchewan appointed 
two delegates to accompany an Ameri- 
can Commission of Inquiry which sailed 
for Europe’ this spring. Every 
other Province of Canada should be 
represented as well. The expense is 
not heavy, and the opportunities for 
investigation will be exceptionally 
great.

Displaying a Pistol 


Contrary to the opinions of many 
eastern people, that the West is a 
place where wild and woolly cow- 
punchers go about brandishing fire- 
arms, the sight of a revolver is an 
uncommon one here. So much so 
that a case tried at Strathmore last 
Friday evenmg concerning the carry- 
ing of a pistol, before Justices Lam- 
bert and Vickery, was something of 
a novelty. 

It was so much of a novelty to 
Alfred Pool, of Nightingale, that 
when he was treated to a view oi 
the butt end of a firearm sticking 
out of a man’s pocket, he promptly 
came to town and laid two charges 
against Richard Auspitzer, a gentle- 
man residing in Calgary, the first 
of carrying concealed firearms, and 
the second of assault by threat and 
gesture. The first charge was dis- 
missed, and on the second defen- 
dant was fined $10 and costs. 

The incidents complained of took 
place on June 20. The accused, 


Richard Auspitzer, pleaded not 
guilty. 
Altred Pool, complainant, in his 


evidence stated that on the evening 
of the 20th defendant came into his 
yard, and asked him if he had been 
keeping track of a sale held that 
day. Witness said that he had 
purchased some things at the sale, 
and that he had been acting as clerk. 
Detendant then said; ‘You area 
lot of thieves androbbers, It I had 
got here sooner there would have 
been no sale,” ard witness answer- 
ed that if he had any kick coming 
he should apply to the bailiff. De- 
fendant than went into Pool’s store 
room and began pulling things 
about. Witness laid his hand on 
him to stop him, whereupon defen- 
dant whipped up his coat and dis- 
played a revolver, stating ‘'You see 
this, my dear friend.” Witness 
then retreated, and defendant went 
away. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Wilson, 
a Caigary lawyer, witness said he 
was very frightened. Defendant 
did not take anything as far as he 
could see, but ru‘nmaged through 
some stuff that was lying there, 

The weapon shown Was produced 
in court, and in the course of cross- 
examination the highly-refined Eng- 
lish accent of the lawyer for the de- 
fence confused the witness some- 
what, as when he asked witness if he 
knew anything about firearms (pro- 
nouncing it with the r’s left out) the 
witness thought he meaat farms, 

Mrs. Pool and her son gave cor- 
roboratory evidence. 

Giving evidence in his own be- 
half, Richard Auspitzer stated that 
he was attorney for Baron Feilitzsh 


during his absence from Canada, 
Baron Feilitzsh owned the farm 
where the sale took place. The 


Baron had some personal property 
of his ewn on the farm including 
trunks of clothes and other personal 
property of his own the pistol pro- 
duced and two rifles. Two weeks 
previous to going to Nightingale, 
he told Curtis, who was looking 
after the farm, to take some person- 
al property including the pistol, and 
the two rifles to the farm, so that 
he could take it back with him. When 
he came out to Nightingale on the 
2oth he got the pistol and put it 
into the front pocket of his riding 
breeches, after having Curtis witness 
that it was not loaded nor did he 
have any cartridges with him, The 
reason that he went to see Pool was 
that he was clerk to the bailiff who 
conducted the sale, and he conse- 
quently expected to get some infor- 
mation from him, He saw Pool 
and his family standing in the gran- 
ary looking at the things that he 
had bought, and he asked him for a 
list of the things sold at the sale. 
Pool said he had not got it but that 
the bailiff had it. He saw a couch 
there, and a book. He _ touched 
the book and said: *‘Where have 
you got that from? This book is 
stolen.” He also pointed at the 
linen and said that was stolen as 
well. He bent down to the couch 
to see whar was inside, and Pool 
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took him by the shoulder, aid said 
‘Get out of here,” Whtness then 
shook him off, stood erect, and said 
“You had better be careful.” He 
then put his hands to his side. 
Pool looked at the pistol, and wit- 
ness said ‘Yes, can you see it.” 
Pool repeated that he should go cut, 
Witness called Curtis and asked 
him to look at the things witness 
considered were stolen. ‘Then they 
went away.

A manufacturer in Ontario and 
U.S, sells his product by means of 
agents. College students in num- 
bers sell his excellent wares to help 
defray the expenses of college life. 
This man gives an excellent course 
in salesmanship, and aids his sales- 
men as much asin him lies. Thou- 
sands have worked and are working 
for him, and out of all these only 1o 
per cent are money makers, and 
many get as much as many of the 
steer feeders got. We can illustrate 
similiar examples by statistics ‘tad 
nauseum,” 

Let the farmers realise that a set 
of gamblers determine the price of 
wheat as of other necessities, and 
therefore they have in their hands 
the pay or wages of the worker. 

Now, the worker must live, and 
therefore these speculators are 
‘‘nille wille’ compelled only in rare 
cases to pay less for wheat, etc., 
than what it can be produced for in 
the cheapect field in the world. 

Owing to the frigitful mediocrity 
of the worker under this insane 
social system it is yet possible for 
the “exceptional man" to ‘beat 
the game with this mixed, or rather 
diversified farming and soil culture. 
But, Mr. Editor, let me point out 
to my co-laborers, that our only 
hope of success lies in union. Space 
forbids me to enlarge, therefore | 
can only *thit the high spots.” 

Lets get control thro a thoro’ 
democra'ic comoperative association, 
commencing with the ownership of 
the elevators, and of our markets, 
Thro this and thro our single tax, 
municipal hail] insurance and other 
such activities, drive the speculators 
off the land and the gamblers off the 
market. Reduce each individual’s 
risk and loss by bearing each others 
burden, and expect then, and then 
only to get what our produce is 
WORTH. 

No longer will we have to work 
like mad‘for that which is not meat 
and bread. In that day, accordingly 
as the fever heat of our anxiety con- 
cerning our daily bread gets below 
106°, a normal physical temperature 
will give normal brain action and 
prize competitions will reveal a con- 
test for first by a larger number 
than are to-day whining for the 
consolation stakes proffered by an 
empty hand,

FARM WOOBDLOTS 


Rapid Increase in| Value 
Timber Scarcity 

With the increasing inaccessibility 
of the forests and the consequent 
high price of wood, the small wooded 
areas common on the farms of east- 
ern Canada are also increasing in 
economic value. They frequently 
occupy soils unfitted 
and with a little care can be made to 


Through 


‘furnish the farmer with a continuous 


revenue in fuel, fence-posts, 
poles and structural timber. 
Unfortunately these wood-lots are 
frequently allowed to  deteriorat. 
through carelessness or lack of know- 
ledge on the part of the farmer. He 


rails, 


|takes great care to farm his agricul- 
| tural lands to the best advantage, but 


often fails to realize that by farming 


[his wood-lot with the same care, he 


could get the same increase in produc- 
iveness. Cattle and weeds are not 


| permitted in a wheat-field, yeti in the 
' woodlot the cattle range at will, and 
instead of removing the weed-trees the 


farmer allows these to increase in 
number, removing only the trees best 
suited to his purpose. 

To save the farmer fre himself, 
the Dominion Government has _ ap- 
| pointed a technical forester with head- 
‘ quarters at the Forestry Branch, Ot- 
tawa, whose principal duty is to ans- 
wer all inquiries, and give free advice 
on these ..atters. if necessary, ar- 
rangements can be made for a person- 
al inspection of woodland properties 
by this expert. No conditions are 
imposed on the owner of the wood- 
land, it being assumed that he who is 
|anxious for advice will accept it when 
given, The expert looks over the 
stand, determines what species of 
trees are best suited to the soil and to 
the local market, shows how to im- 


‘prove the character of the crop and 
\ its rate of growth by proper thinnings, 


and, if desired, gives advice regarding 
planting, hardwood-coppicing, 
felling-methods and the most profit- 
able s'zes to be grown. 

Further information on this subject 
can te obtained by writin, to the 
Forestry Branch, Ottawa.

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CANADIAN GOODS 
IN FINE DISPLAY 


The Second “Made-in-Canada” Train Is 
Making a Tour of Western 
Canada 


Western Canadians will be tnterest- 
ed to know that the “Made-in-Canada” 
train whose initial trip through the 
three Prairie Provinces last year was 
so successful, is making another tour 
this year, though for the most part 
over a different route. This exhibition 
on wheels which {is organized and 
conducted by the Canadian Home Mar- 
ket Association, presents in attractive 
and condensed form many products 
made in Canadian factories by Can- 
adian workmen. While all the cities 
of the West are more or less familiar 
with the hum of factory life, the 
greater number of places visited by 
the “Made-in-Canada” train have few 


manufacturing industries as yet. The 
“Made-tn-Canada” special with its 
numerous products proves to Wes- 


terners ‘whose occupation is chiefly 
grain growing that practically every 
implement on the farm, every article 
in the home, and everything they wear 
{s or may be of Canadian make. 
Canadians may be classified as Pro- 
ducers or Consumers, though every 
citizen is something of both. The 
Western farm produces grain in great 
abundance. The exhibitions of Wes- 
tern grain in Eastern Canada has done 
much to send Easterners to the West. 
But the Western farmer is also a con- 
sumer of manufactured goods, and one 
of the purposes of the “Made-in-Can- 
ada” train is to give him first-hand 
knowledge of goods made in Canada. 

In Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta are many thousands of farmers 
who have come from across the line. 
They are accustomed to American 
products and naturally continue their 
use in Canada. They are ready, how- 
ever to hear and see what Canada 
{s producing. The ‘“Made-tn-Canada” 


train gives them this information. 
At first hand they inspect Can- 
adian goods. 


Representatives of the firms exhibit- 
ing on the “Made-in-Canada” special 
are’ on the train, and are glad 
to learn of the natural resources and 
other advantages for manufacturing of 
Western districts visited. Ir fact, the 
manufacturer of the East is depending 
on information gleaned on this trip, 
to give him an idea of whut can be 
done along industrial lines in the 
Prairie Provinces. The exhibition and 
the various features in connection with 
{t are thoroughly in accord with 
the policy of encouraging industries 
to locate in the various Western dis- 
tricts. Than this train there is 
no better opportunity afforded of ac- 
quainting the citizens of the West 
generally with the meaning of indus- 
tries to the community. 

The Canadian Home Market Associa- 
tion found it easy to decide to send the 
“Made-In-Canada” train to the West 
again this year. In the attendance 
and in the sympathetic and intelligent 
interest of visitors to the train last

“Made-in-Canada” train Is a large dis- 
play of fresh fruit under the direction 
of the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture, Here the Western citizen will 
see a magnificent display of apples, 
pears, peaches, plums, grapes and 
other fruits. There will be other pro- 
ducts of mixed farming, some of which 
it is belleved can be successfully cul- 
tivated in the West to a very much 
greater extent than at present. 


HUMAN LOCUSTS 


Men Who Rot the Soil and Pass on 
to New Fields 


As head of the Irish Department of 
Agriculture Sir Horace Plunkett has 
done marvels in raising farming con- 
ditions in the Emerald Isle. In a 
recent speech regarding agriculture on 
the North American continent Sir 
Horace spoke with some vigor of the 
men who exploited virgin wheat lands 
until they exhausted and then 
removed on farther west. He said: 
“I have seen almost a generation of 
so-called farmers in a portion of the 
corn-belt passing like locusts over the 
soll, robbing it of its fertility—in or- 
der to meet the financial exigencies 
arising from purchasing on credit 
more farm land than they could cul- 
tivate—selling out on a profit made 
by immigration and railroad develop- 
ment, and passing on to repeat the 
process further west. Canada is now 
getting wheat, let us hope, is the last 
of these human locusts.”
